Various Opinions. 

Respecting the late affair between our 
government and the British minister, 

there are almost as many different opin- 
ions as there are newspapers in the Uni- 
ted Stetes. We find that very little reli- 
ance is placed on the statement published 
in the National Intelligencer. One calls 
itan “ ambiguous paragraph”—another, 
“ a mis-statement”—another, “ a fabrica- 

‘tion ;” and all consider it as something 
more, or something less, than the truth. 
That it was not an official note, (as was at 
first supposed) is now very evident. It 
was a mere editorial paragraph, usauthor- 
ized by the government. 

While several editors admit, that if the 
statement in the Intelligencer was correct, 
our cabinet could not, without a sacrifice 
of their personal dignity and the honor of 
the government, continuc the correspon- 
dence with Mr. Jackson, others contend, 
that even on the face of this statement, 
there does not appear sufficient to justify 
breaking off the negociation. 

It is contended by some, that the affair 
is merely ftersonal between Mr. Jackson 
and our government, and not between our 
government and that of Great-Britain. 

That it is not important, otherwise than as 
it suspends, fora few months, the negoci- 
ations; and that both governments are 
sincerely disposed to bring the negociation 
to a happy conclusion——On the other 
hand it is contended, that the affair is na- 
tional and not flersonal: ‘That it is all-im- 
portant, inasmuch as no farther attempt 
| at negociation can be expected ; and that 
our government is not disposed to settle 
with Creat- Britain. 

Almost all the democratic papers treat 
the affairas masional—and calculate on war 
with England with much apparent satis- 
faction.

The Intelligencer of the 24th replies—

** claration made in this paper on the 22nd 
“ instant, as quoted above, is strictly cor- 
rect.” 

Here the reader will perceive that the 
editor of the Intelligencer evades the main

A most base and villainous attempt hav- 
ing been made by the editor of the Albony 
Register, ir his paper of yesterday, to im- 
pose upon the public, and injure my edi- 
torial reputation, I feel bound, in justice 
to myself, to make the following plain 
statement of facts :— 


In the Balance of the 17th November, 
the following communication appeared :— 


‘** Communication. 

“A correspondent begs leave to ask, 
whether the sheriff of the county of Alba- 
ny considers it asa part of his duty to pay 
some attention to the poor criminals con- 
fined in the gaol of the county ? This en- 
quiry is made, because those miserable 
creatures require aid from some quarter, 
to prevent them from being devoured alive 
by vermin and filth. A visittothe prison 
will satisfy any person of this fact.” 

The person who handed me this com- 
munication, asserted that he had becn in 
the gaol and knew the facts stated; and 
that he was informed by a man (who is 
not mentioned in the certificate alluded to 
below) that the sheriff had been in the 
criminals’? room but twice within eight 
months. I was the more easily imposed 
upon in this casey because I had heard 
frequent complaints respecting the situa- 
tion of the prisoners, and because I knew 
what had been Southwick’s practice in ane 
other office. 

The communication having appeared, 
it became necessary for Southwick and his 
friends, (for reasons which will be given 
at the close of this publication) to fix the 
charge of furnishing it upon some person, 
other than the one so actually did furnish 
it. They accordingly raised a report, 
which they circulated very induStriously, 
and which they attempted to support by 
the most gross falsehoods, that the infor- 
mation on which the communication was 
founded, was obtained from aa old getitie- 
man, who was contined in gaol for debt, 

and that the communication was made by 
Dr, Hale or his son. 


To counteract this report, I gave young 
Mr. Hale, on the 2ist inst. a certificate, 
stating that neither Dr. Hale, his son, nor 
the old gentleman in gaol, furnished the 
communication, either directly or indirect- 


ly, nor the information on which it was 
founded. 


On the same day, and immediately af 
ter I received the Albany Register con- 
taining Southwick’s defence, I sent him 
the following note :— 


Albany, November 2\ st, 1809. 
Sir, 

From the documents which appear in 
your paper of to day. I am persuaded that 
I have been imposed upon by my corres- 
pondent, respecting the situation of the 
prisoners in the gaol of the county—and 
that injustice has been done to you, your 
deputy, and your jailer. Ofthe motives 
of my correspondent (whose name is un- 
known to me) I cannot judge: but, to sat- 
isfy you that I have no disposition to make 
accusations against you, without good and 
substantial grounds, | give you this vol- 
untary avd prompt assurance, that ample 
amends shall be made in the next Bal- 
ance.

[Another paragraph was here inserted, in re- 
ply to matter in the Register, not relating to 


this subject. }

On the 23d, however, I received the fol- 
lowing insolent jetter from Mr. Thomas. 
"(his letter appears in the Register of yes- 
terday, very materially mutilated, as will 
appear on comparison :— 

Albany Novr. 23d 1809. 

Sir, 

Your note in reply to my application 
to you in behalf of Mr. Southwick for the 
author of the communication therein reler- 
ed to is received. 

Mr. Southwick deems it wholly inad- 
missible, and considers it as impertinent as 
it is absurd for you to undertake to make 
him amends for the malice exercised or 
the wrongs committed upon him by a third 
person, The communication in question 
you admit to be unjust and allege it to have 
been tmposed upon you by a correspond- 
ent whose name is unknown to you. Your 
** correspondent” imposing ufion you such 
a communication, is a matter for which he 
is answerable to you, and your publishing 
such a communication ufion anonymous au- 
thority, and without investigation when in- 
vestigation was so easy to have been made, 
is a matter for which you are responsible 
to Mr. Southwick and to the public. But 
the furnishing of such a communication 
for publication is an independent transac- 
tion, and a matter particularly between 
Mr. Southwick and the author, and with 
which, from your account of it, you have 
Whether it was or was nat 
intirely a wanton fabrication, however ma- 
licious or however free from malice, how- 
ever aggravated or however mitigated may 
have been his agency in the communica- 
tion, are circumstances which Mr. South- 
wick conceives it to be his province to con- 
sider and to treat for himself, and for which 
your “ amends,” if you had any to spare 
from your own servicg on this occasion, 
would not be appropriate and could not be 
accepted. He remembers that on a for- 
mer occasion you refused to publish the 
truth even in justice to an individual whom 
yourself had injured and abused, on the 
pretence that it was not supported by a 
sufliciently respectable name,though it was 
established by a public Record which was 
convenient for your examination, and 
‘though it was vouched to you by a person 
who informed you he had examined the 
Record, and whom you knew to have had 
the best opportunity to know the fact in- 
dependent of the Record—a person too of 
whom you knew nothing but good, and 
from whom you had received nothing but 
favours And he cannot conceive how the 
motives assigned for your conduct on that 
occasion is consistent with your cenduct 
as you have stated it on this- occasion. 
Nor can he comprehend the justice or the 


- honour or the truth of your admitting the 


communication refered to in the present 
instance to be unjust, and alleging in mit- 
igation of your conduct for having pub- 
lished it, that the author of it had imposed 
it upon you, and at the sail time express 
it to be uncertain whether you should con- 
sider it proper to disclose the name of this 
Author of calumny injustice and imposi- 
tion, if ferchance you should be able to as- 
certain it ! and to prevent further investi- 
gation in relation to him, you undertake, 
at any rate” to assume his responsibilt- 


ty |b Ifhowever your discovering a stran- } 


ger to be disposed to melice and mischief, 
to caliifiny and imposition and particular- 
ly to employ such vices against Mr. South- 
wick, has rendered him so much your fa- 
yourite that you will insist on taking upon 
yourself the punishment due to bis villa- 
ny, af you probably can conceal him “ at 
any rate,” you must in this respect be sub- 
mitted to—though it be considered, from 
what youare already indebted on your own 
account, that public justice may be de- 
frauded by your thas assuming the respon- 
sibility for others® offences. 

As to your promises to make him “a 
miends” in the next balauce fer the apjus- 


tice you have dune him, be expressly and 
indignantly rejects them, as he considers 


pretences, designed, not to berve him, but 
to save yourself. He considers that, with- 
out your assistance, he has perfectly satis- 
fied the the public of the falsehood and vil- 
lany of the communication, and that if 
you had not perecived that he had done so, 
instead of your hypocritical “ amends,” he 
would, as always heretofore, have received 
and could have obtained from you nothing 
but perseverance in falsehood and aggra- 
vation of Calumny. He therefore chooses 
to dispense with your profered “ amends” 
and to adopt for himself a method of re 
dress which he conceives better calculated 
to render justice both to himself and to 
you, and with which you will be made ac- 
quainted by the Coroner.

On the 24th I wrote the following an- 
swer ; and while I was copying it, was 
waited upon by the coroner with a writ in 
favor of Southwick. On the morning of 
the 25th I sent this answer toMr. Thom- 
as ; but Southwick has taken care not to 
insert it with the rest of the correspon- 
dence, although he has made several disin- 
genuous allusions to it, in his remarks. 


Albany, Nov. 24th, 1809, 
SIR, 

When I received your laconic note 
of the 22d inst. I did not know in what 
capacity you wrote it—whether as the 
friend or the attorney of Mr. Southwick. 
From his remarks iv the Register of Tues- 
day, I concluded, he had not employed 
any attorney in the business ; and it was 
not until I came to the conclusion of your 
letter of yesterday, that I discovered the 


reason why you was engaged in it at all. 
Perhaps T ought Not to nave” encerea tivo 


any correspondence with you on the sub- 
ject. Perhaps I ought to have demanded 
your authority for interfering in the af- 
fair, before I condescended to answer your 
note. But I was unwilling to raise any 
obstacle toa full and fair explanation of 
the whole matter ; and, therefore, without 
hesitation, engaged in the correspondence 
You say, that Mr. Southwick deems it 
wholly inadmissible, and considers it as 
impertinent as it is absurd for me to un- 
dertake to make him amends for the mal- 
ice exercised, or the wrongs committed 
by a third person. And you afterwards 
say, that the furnishing such a communi- 
cation for publication is an independent 
transaction, and a matter particularly be- 
tween Mr. Southwick and the author, and 
with which, from my account of it, I have 
no concern.—As I have taken no step 
contrary to the position here assumed by 
you, it is unnecessary for me to question 
its correctness. I have proffered no 
‘“ amends for the malice exercised or the 
wrongs committed by a third person” in 
making the communication: For (while 
I admit that the communication was un- 
just) 1 can only make reparation for hav- 
ing become (by imposition) instrumental 
in doing the injustice. That my corres- 
pondent is answerable to me for the in- 
josition, and to Mr. Southwick for the in- 
sinuation against him, is a point which 
cannot be disputed: But se long as that 
correspondent remains unknown both to 
Mr. Southwick and myself, we are equal- 
ly unfortunate with respect to him, 1 
readily concede (for I have never denied) 
that my publishing such a communication 
ufion anonymous authority, is a matter for 
which I am responsible to Mr. Southwick 
and tothe public. It was for this acé, 
that “ amends” were proffered, and for 
which they are already made. Whether 
Mr. Southwick chuses to accept or reject 
them, is altogether immaterial to me. I 
shall always square my conduct by the 
rules of justice, and not in conformity 
with the notions of Mr. Southwick, or his 
attorney. ye 
When you remark, that the furnishing 
the communication is a matter fiarticularly 
between Mr. Southwick and the author, and 
with which I have no concern; and that 
Mr. Southwick conceives it to be his firov- 
ince to consider and to treat for himself, re- 
specting it—I frankly contess to you, that 
it strengthens a suspicion that had been 
excited by other circumstances, that Mr. 
Southwick and the author of that commu- 
nication were pretty well known to each 
other—and that the communication origin- 
ated with Ais (Southwick’s) friends. I say 
that suspicion had been excited by ‘other 
circumstances. I will relate to you some 
of those circumstances; and then you can 
judge for yourself of the reasonableness 
of my suspicion. On Monday evening 
lust, the person who made the communi- 
cation agaist Mr. Southwick. called at 
my house, and wished to sce me in the 
hall He informed me, that the recorder 
(Mr. Yates) was preparing documents to 
repel the charge agaist Mr. Southwick ; 
and urged me to insert an editorial note ii. 
my Tuesday's papers declaring (on my 
own responsibility, of course ) that the m- 
sinuations against the sheriff were well 
founded, and that my correspondent stood 
ready to prove them. | refused to do 
this; and told him, it Was adviseable to 
wait for the appearance of the cocuments 
and that if he had any prools to offer, he 
must furnish them for Fridey’s paper.— 
He went away, leaving Me ignorant of his 
neme or residence, athough I know his 
person. Thave mot seen him since.—1i 
these circamstances do not prove that this 
man is Mr. Southwick’s friend, they shew. 
at least, that he is my enemy; avd I cer- 
tainly have no disposition to interfere in 
auy treaty, settlement, or convention which 





Mr. Southwick may make with him.

rae (o your allusion to “ a furmer occa- 


sion,” ou which you charge me with hay. 
ing refused to publish the truth even in 
justice to an inditidual whom I had in- 
jured and abused, I can only say, that you 
have cither been misinformed, or you have 
wilfully perverted the truth: But as this 
's totally irrelevant to the subject in dis- 
pute, I will not enlarge upon it. Had you 
been successyit! as the champion of Mr. 
Southwick, you ought to have been con- 
tented. "Squire Brooks is undoubtedly 
able to take care of himself; and as to 
the other person (your pupil, I believe) 
he is not a whit behind you either in tal- 
ents or tnsolence, 

As you have entirely mistaken the 
ground on which I raised the question of 
the propriety of disclosing the name of my 
correspondent, should I be fortunate e- 
nough to discoverit, I shall make no re- 
ply to the observations bottomed on that 
misiake. But, sir, I am astonished at 
your attempt to pervert the language of 
my note, to make it suit your purpose.— 
You say, that, to prevent further investi- 
gation in relation to my correspondent, I 
undertake * at any rate” to assume Ais 
responsibility. Instead of wishing to pre- 
vent further investigation with respect to 
him, I shall spare no pains to discover 
hisname. But “ at any rate’—whether 
[ discover him or not—whether I disclose 
his name or not—=' am responsible for 
fiublishing the communication—-and I 
should not be the less responsible, were I 
to discover or disclose the name of my 
correspondent. 

Your insinuation that my promises to 
make Mr. Southwick amends were false, 
mean, base and cowardly pretences, de- 
Signed, not to serve him, but to save my- 
self, ate perhaps more deserving the 
chastisement due to insolence, than a cool 
and dispassionate refutation. But I will 
not. be driven from the course which I had 
marked out for myself, even by your a- 
buse. To shew that the object of my note 


to.Mr. Southwick was not to. seve mysel, 
but to pny of my disposition & 


mark, that the publication itself was not 
actionable, and that he had plainly inti- 
mated in his paper of Tuesday that no 
action would’ be commenced for it. Un- 
der these circumstances, fear could have 
had no influence in the transaction : lor 
you will not, I hope, pretend that Z could 
possibly stand in any great personal dread 
of Mr. Southwick. 

If you mean to be understood, that I 
should not have oficred amends, had I not 
been satisfied of Mr. Southwick’s inno- 
cence, you are correct, for I assure you, 
that I shall never shrink from any char- 
ges that 1 may make against Mr. South- 
wick, or any body else, so long as I be- 
licve them to be true. 

And now, Sir, least you should imbibe 
the erroneous notion, that I have written 
this letter to save myself, I declare to you 
that the threatened eommunication by the 
coroner has no terrors forme. To the 
laws, tO the justice of my country, I ehall 
always cheerfully submit ; and, rest as- 
sured, that so long as they remain unim- 
paired, I require no other protection from 
the malice of my enemies. 

Thus much for the matter in dispute : 
And now L| have a few words for you, and 
then I have done. 

I am yet to learn by what authority, 
and for what reason you have opened this 
correspondence on the part of Mr. South- 
wick. If it would have been impertinent 
and absurd in me to have Pierced amends 
for the wrong of a third person—it cer- 
tainly cannot be less absurd or less imper- 
tinent for you to offer me insult and abuse 
in dehalfof a third person—Who is re- 
sponsible for the contents of your letter? 
Mr. Southwick, or yourself? Ordo you 
divide the ignominy of dictating and wri- 
tingit, between you? Are you equally 
guilty? Or do you act as the mere subor- 
dinate agentof Mr. Southwick? These 
are questions interesting to me—and they 
may become important to you. 

Did you write your fetter of yesterday 
in the capacity of attorney to Mr. South- 
wick? If so, you ought to have known 
your duty better. It is enough for you to 
send your dispatches by the coroner. 
Your license does not confer on you the 
right of abusing every person against 
whom you are-ordered to issue a writ. 
If a suit was determined on, whether 
through your influence or not, you had 
nothing to do, but to prepare your parch- 
ment, and send it to the proper officer. 

If you wrote your letter as the friend of 
Mr. Southwick, your ¢onduct is equally 
reprehensible. Your having been em- 
ployed for this purpose, gave you no right 
to be insolent. Mr. Southwick has sin 
enough of this sort to answer for, without 
being burthened with yours. For all 
your wanderings from the case under dis- 
cussion, you have no excuse. 

When I reflect on the very singular 
manner in which you have opened and 
conducted this correspondence—when I 
consider the insolent and abusive tone of 
your last letter—and, in short, when I 
view every part of your conduct connect- 
ed with this affuir—I am constrained to 
jook upon it as a systematic, wanton and 
violent personal attack not warranted by 
any tule of justice, honor, or propriety. 
You owe me reparation; and you are 
bound in honor to discharge the debt: 
But of you will acknowledge that you are 
destitute of the right kind of coin, I will 
forever relinquish the demand.

A LAW, 

To regulate private Slaughter Hous 
es within this City. 
Passed Nov. 27, 1809, 

B® it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and 

Commonalty vf the city of Albany, in 
Common Council convened, That from and af- 
ter the first day of January next, it shall not be 
lawful for any person or persons, to slaughter or 
kill any oxen, cows, heifers, calves, sheep, lambs, 
swine, or other animal, within this city, without 
first applying to the Common Council thereof, 
and receiving from them, in writing, a licence 
granting permission so to slaughter, which licence 
shall specify the place or building where the 
same is to be done, and to “continue for one vear 
and no longer, svvject always to be discontinued 
at any earlier period, should the Common Coun- 
cil deem it proper. 

And be it further ordained, That if any person 
or persons shall slaughter or kill as aforesaid, at 
any other place or building other than that men- 
tioned in his, her, or their licence, or shall kill or 
slaughter without first obtaining a licence for the 
same, he, she, or they, shall forfeit and pay for 
the first offence the sum of twenty dollars, and 
on conviction for every offence thereafter, the fur- 
ther sum of twenty-five dollars, with costs. 

And be it further ordained, That the owner 
or owners, occupant or occupants, of any slaugh- 
ter house, building or lot, used as such, shall be 
held accountable for the conduct of his, her, or 
their agent, apprentice, or servant, acting in op- 
position to this ordinance; provided always, and 
nothing is herein contained, to prevent citizens 
from slaughtering for their family use, as is ex- 
pressed and granted to them by the 3d section of 
a law for regulating markets and slaughter hous- 
es.
